Charged in His Message 


to Congress 


SEES A CHALLENGE 


Declares Statutory Taxes 


Must Be Collected Uni- 


formly, Fairly 


WASHINGTON — (0>> — President 


Roosevelt asked congress Tuesday to 
stop tax-dodging "by a minority of 
very rich individuals." 


The chief executive, in a message 


saying that evasion by Ihe wealthy 
shifts the tax load to those less able to 
pay, urged legislation at this session 
"specifically and exclusively aimed 
at making the present tax structure 
evasion-proof.'' 


"We face a challenge to Ihc power 


of government to collect, uniformly, 
family and withoul discrimination, 
taxes based on statutes adopted by 
congress," he said. 


The president declared the full pow- 


er of government would be thrown be- 
hind the Treasury investigation of in- 
come lax evasion and avoidance. 


He asked authorization to expand the 


inquiry, giving the Treasury full pow- 
er to summon witnesses and compel 
testimony.

)ut not in excess, because coffee and 
ea in excess overstimulate the body 


and interfere with rest. 


The diabetic may eat fruits which 


are now prepared especially for him 
without added sugar. Fruits are im- 
portant in the diet because of their 
content of mineral salts and vitamins. 


Fried foods may be' eaten by the 


diabetic as well as by everybody else, 
but the diabetic must estimate the 
amount of fat that he gets in the fried 
food. Sometimes mineral oil is sub- 
stituted in the diet of the diabetic as 
it does not have food value. 


In addition to watching his diet in 


relationship to his disease, the diabetic 
may have to modify his diet definitely 
in relationship to the amount of insulin 
that is prescribed for him.

Amount and Quality

Grapefruit is (he important fruit for 


the diabetic, sinpe it contains only 
about 5 per cent carbohydrate. 
Or- 


anges', which are sweeter, contain 10 
per cent. The banana, which is ap- 
petizing for most people, contains 20 
per cent carbohydrate. 


The vegetables in the 5 per cent 


group, listed, yesterday, are bulky and 
thus will fill the stomach and allay 
the pangs of hunger. After the patient 
has tried out his ability to get along 
without excreting sugar on the 5 per 
cent vegetables, he is given foods 
which contain 10 per cent carbohy- 
drate, and after that he can be moved 
to some that contain 15 or even 20 
per cent. 


The vegetables should be cooked 


preferably by steaming in a double 
boiler, as in this way all the juices 
whk-h contain the important mineral 
!>alts and vitamins are retained. 


Bread is seldom included in the 


diet for the diabetic, because it con- 
tains Large amounts of starch. The 
diabetic, in general, avoids cereals, 
such as oatmeal, which contain about 
66 per cent of carbohydrate when 
water) dry. 


However, watching the carbohydrate 


is not the only necessity for the dia- 
betic. He also must have protein, 
which is nece--^ary to replace old cells 
and to add new ones to the body. 


Proteins such a:> those of milk, rntat, 


fish and eggs are essential to the 
living human body. 


The diabetic also takes fat. but here 


he must be particularly careful. The 
fat in UV diet of the diabetic must be 
watched just as closely as the carbo- 
hydrate.

Wonder, too, 
how they themselves developed vnlve 
trouble, a murmur or conoary throm- 
bosis, the weakening of a heart mus- 
cle through lack of local circulation. 


How did it happen? When did it be- 


gin? They think back to all their ill- 
nesses, and shako their heads. 


"The doctor gave me n clear slate 


when I had diphtheria and also when 
I had scarlet fever; they nrgue. "I've 
always taken carp of myself, too. What 
do you suppose could have started it?" 


Today, I "think, is a good time to go 


back to beginnings, now that summer 
isnlmost here, and physical exercise is 
the life of most children. 


Curtail Activity 


A thoroughly well child can romp, 


and climb and jump almost with im- 
punity, provided he has rest spells and 
does not keep in motion after genuine 
fatigue has set in. 


But a child who has been ill. even 


for a short time, must have his activity 
curtailed, particularly if he has any 
kind of germ or temperature. 


If he has had rheumatic fever, he 


should 
be 
watched 
carefully 
for 


months, and even for years, in certain 
cases. 


But there are many illnesses of chil- 


dren that have no particular name. 
Just colds, or grippe, or stomach or 
intestinal infections. 


They stay in bed throe or four clays, 


get up and except for pallor and cir- 
cled eyes, appear to be perfectly nor- 
mal. And so they are, only that every 
tissue in the body is sluggish and tem- 


porarily under par. Each is asking 
for further rest, all except the muscles 
of arms and legs that are always per- 
fectly willing to mount bicycles and 
climb hills, to jump ropes and swim.

A R E you picture-blind? Do you

"Nona so blind as those who will 


not see," Bays an old maxim, which, 
applied to picture taking, means 
none so blind as those who don't 
know how to see and will not learu. 
In this respect camera users are, of 
course, differently couatituted. There 
are those who are quite satisfied 
with snapping'good record pictures, 
likenesses of their friends and rela- 
tives, their pets, treasured objects 
and the houses they live in. In many 
cases, that seems to be as far as they 
can go in seeing pictures, because 
tbey lack the instinct for picking out 
artistic composition in nature or 
recognizing picture elements in hu- 
man, activities when they encounter 
them.

Dividends in Martial Bliss 


Tea towels and dusters should be 


raised in a mighty salute to Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. The first lady 
of the land made an utterance that will 
cheer the heart 'of every 
woman, 


whether she sits at a mahogany desk 
in a skyscraper office and earns a 
sizable fortune each year, or cooks and 
mends and sweeps and tries to save 
enough money from the household 
funds to buy an extra pair of silk 
stockings or have a tooth filled. It 
was: "Housewives arc entitled to fixed 
salaries just like any other women 
workers." 


We speak so joyfully of the fact that 


women have emerged from financial 
bondage. We fail to take into consid- 
eration the knowledge that those wom- 
en who must ask their husbands for 
money forfeit a certain self respect. 
They have earned their way as surely 
as their sisters who type letters, write 
books, and measure silks in the marls 
of the land. Yet, too often, they must 
grovel mentally. A man with his hand 
on his salary, has freedom to make 
expenditures. 
Why he should be- 


grudge his wife the privilege of a stat- 
ed amcunt of money to be spent by her, 
with no questions asked, is a mystery 
of married life. 


Men's Generosity Balks at 


"Pay" 
for Wives 


Not for a moment do we accuse men 


of lack of genprosity. There arc few 
husbands who' do not give willingly 
to their wives when they are remind- 
ed that money is needed. It is not the 
cash expenditure itself that deserves a 
reprimand, but the travail to a wom- 
an's spirit when she must ask for that 
which she has earned.

A woman's pay envelope 
will be judged strictly by her hus- 
band's income. Mrs. Jones may receive 
ten times the amount which is Mrs. 
Miller's due. That is all right. The 
issue bases itself on the promise that 
each is receiving as "earned income" 
that portion of the family's money 
which she would receive otherwise—- 
but as asked largesse. After all, when 
you have swept, cooked, ironed, dust- 
ed, washed and baked you have done 
enough to collect your dollars'without 
putting on your nicest smile, powder- 
ing your nose and presenting a plea of 
supplication.

INDIANAPOLIS— (ff')—Wilbur Shaw 


of Indianapolis was victor Monday af- 
ter seven attempts to win the Indinan- 
apolis 500-mile race, America's Speed- 
way Classic. In a record-breaking per- 
formance, Shaw finished by the close 
margin of two seconds ahead of Ralph 
Hepburn of Los Angeles. Their duel 
kept a record-breaking crowd of 170,- 
000 in tense excitement in the closing 
miles of the race. 


Hepburn, overcome by heat midway 


in the race, climbed back in his car to 


about the reason for the separation.

Billy Devore of Kansas City, 
finished seventh, Tony Gulolta of Kan- 
sas City eighth, George Connor of 
San Bernardino, Cal., ninth and Louis 
'lomei of Los Angeles, 10th.

Finally Repealed 


Congress Had Imposed It 


on Washington, D. C., 
Which Has No Vote 


•WASHINGTON.—People who are .so 


dead set on having the federal gov- 
ernment run everything would enjoy 
watching congress administer the af- 
fairs of the city of Washington. 


The people here can't vole. They 


can only scream. So for members of 
congress to make a sort of govern- 
mental guinea pig of the city is ns safe 
as playing with fireless firecrackers. 
There was an exception, Representa- 
tive Blanton of Texas, who got the 
"red rider" passed. 


Only within the last clay or .so did 


congress finally lift the "red rider" off 
the neak of the city. It was a pro- 
vision tackel to an appropriation bill 
two years ago to prohibit .school teach- 
ers "teaching" communism in the city 
schools. They had to sign a form each 
month avowing that they had let slip 
never a word about how 100.000.000 
Russians are governed. Otherwise they 
got no pay. 


Russia's A Blank 


They couldn't even "explain" com- 


munism with safety. So they just 
gave it up. Officially, as far as Wash- 
ington school students are concerned, 
Russia is just a blank space on the 
map, 
like 
Antartica. One 
biology 


teacher insists she was taking no risk 
of losing her pay check, so told her 
pupils that blood was composed of 
white corpuscles "and the other kind." 


Blanton was defeated in the 1930 pri- 


maries and the unpopularity of the 
"red rider" was accepted as part of 
the reason. But there was a .stout 
handful in the house opposed to re- 
pealing the act. They wanted to de- 
feat communism by hiding it under 
a bushel. 


To understand how congress can he 


doing these things, it must be icmcm- 
bered that the District of Columbia is 
governed by congress and the Presi- 
dent in a manner resembling a combi- 
nation of governor,, state legislature, 
mayor and town council.
